PELHAM — When Shyla Cardy went to 
the Ontario Federation of School Athletic 
Associations (OFSAA) track and field cham¬ 
pionships she knew the record for the midget 
giiis high jump was 1.74metres.

Secondary School also knew that gold stan¬ 
dard was set way backin 1984. 

Howeveo she always thought a newrecord 
was well within her considerable reach. 
Indeed, Cardy achieved her personal-best of 
1.75 metres while competing at a dub meet

Zoning fixed for farm 
repair business

Pelham St. subdivision gets nod 



Pelham town council's general committee recommended acceptance of rezoning for the 
Rittenhouse Estates development at 1145 Pelham St. The project will include a three-storey 
building with a health centre, commercial space and 10 apartments. 


Hie brakes have come off a 
rural Pelham couple’s plans to 
repair farm equipment at their 
Church St home. 

At a May 22 committee 
meeting, townpoMcians voted 
3-3 on a rezoning application 
for 275 Church St to allow John 
and Sue Campbell to commer¬ 
cially work on tractors, horse 
trailers hay wagons and other 
farm-related equipment. 

The tie vote meant the 
rezoning bid was rejected. 

But at Monday’s council 
meeting, Ward 2 Coun. Gary 
Accursi successfully moved 
to strike down the refusal 
and approve the Campbells' 

“ft complies with all the pol¬ 
icies and provides value added 
features for a farm operation,” 

The applicants, he said, are 
prepared to provide buffering 
to protect neighbours. 

He rejected an argument 
made at the committee 
level, that the town relied on 
complaints to provide bylaw 
enforcement 

"To date there was only one 
complaint about what the 
Campbells are doing,” he said. 
“For that reason they applied 
for proper zoning.” 


Accursi said “if we didn't 
allow changes we would 
have never moved past 
Temperanceville,” a remark 
referring to an earlier name of 
Fonthill symbolic of its prohi¬ 
bition of alcohol. 

He asked whether council¬ 
lors were prepared to defend 
a rezoning refusal before the 
Ontario Municipal Board. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
said the town had a policy of 
balanced growth and this was 
an example of such growth. 

"If we deny this we deny our 
specific strategic planhe said 

Still, Ward 1 Coun. Richard 
Rybiak opposed changing the 

“Just because change is rec¬ 
ommended, it doesn't mean it 
should be made,” he said. 

Neighbours live in the area 
expecting it to remain agricul¬ 
tural. The application changes 
the life they are living, he said. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn also 
opposed the change in zoning 
pointing out the property at 
Church St. and Webber Rd. 
is just a short distance from 
properties zoned for commer¬ 
cial enterprises. 

Some of those are vacant, he 
said, noting there are already 
farm vehicle repair operations 
in the Fenwick area.

That could be how Mike 
Hassani wants Pelham's 
planning process to proceed. 

He’s anxious to get to 
work on a new subdivision 
planned for a long-vacant 
property that once housed 
Fonthill Mazda. 

“It will depend on getting 
permits, but we would like 
to start work in September,” 
said Hassani, owner of the 
property at 1145 Pelham St. 

Town council’s gen¬ 
eral committee has rec¬ 
ommended approval of 
draft plan of subdivision 
and rezoning bylaw for 
Rittenhouse Estates. 

The project calls for a 

apartment complex facing 
Pelham St. with six town- 
house units and 10 single 
detached houses behind. 

The complex would 
include a health centre and 
commercial operations on 
the ground floor with 20 
apartments on the second 
and third floor. 

In answer to questions 
from town councillors, plan¬ 
ning director Craig Larmour 
said the project would 
include a buffer landscap¬ 
ing at the back of the com¬ 
mercial building. It would 


be built close to Pelham 
St. with a parking behind 
it to increase the distance 
between it and neighbouring 
residences. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
said there was concern from 
neighbours that the apart¬ 
ment building will be incom¬ 


patible for the area. 

Larmour said under cur¬ 
rent zoning the building 
could be higher. Plans to 
plant trees and shrubbery 
around the borders would 
provide a growing screen. 

Still to be determined is 
a location of a park in the 


Tanner Dr. and Willson 
Crossing area. 

The committee’s recom¬ 
mendation for Rittenhouse 
Estates will go to the regular 
meeting of council on June 
18 for final approval.

New Pelham CAO learned his trade in small communities 


PELHAM - A military 
management style doesn’t 
work in a municipality. 

“I know. I’ve tried it,” 
said the town of Pelham's 
new chief administrative 

Darren Ottaway, a former 
soldier with the Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery, 
said he quickly learned you 
have to foster a collabora¬ 
tive style when it comes to 
leading a municipal team. 

"I started with a military 
model,” he said. 

“It was a compete failure. 
You can’t translate it into 
the public service." 

He realized quickly you 
have to work closely with 
those around you. 

"I’m like the quarterback 
of a team who marshals 
the resources and comes 
up with the best approach 
possible.” 

It is a leadership role, he 

“At times, you have to say 
something someone may 
not agree with it,” Ottaway 
said. “But you have to 
remember to treat people 
with the respect you would 
like to be treated with.” 

With the public, the new 
CAO intends to be acces¬ 
sible and transparent. 

Ottaway, 41, took over 
the Pelham CAO’s job on 
May 28 after moving his 
wife, Paula and four chil¬ 
dren under age 7, with 
a U-Haul from Grande 
Cache, Alta. 

He was CAO in the Rocky 
Mountain community after 
his first administrative jobs 
in Churchill and before 
that South Indian Lake in 
Manitoba. 

Ottaway sat at his first 
town council meeting last

week receiving a warm 
welcome from Mayor 
Dave Augustyn who called 
him a leader with dem¬ 
onstrated passion and 
professionalism. 

Despite his western 
experience, Ottaway is 
an Ontario boy who grew 
up in Pickering, east of 
Toronto. 

His soldiering took him 
to the Canadian Forces 
base in Shilo, Manitoba. 
An Armed Forces buyout 
helped finance his politi¬ 
cal science degree from the 
University of Brandon near 
the base. 

His first job came when 
he said he took advantage 
of an unexpected opportu¬ 
nity at South Indian Lake. 

Ottaway spent five years 
there where he learned his 

"They let me make

Later he moved farther 
north to Churchill. It’s a 
town of 1,000 on Hudson’s 
Bay with polar bears and 
blue whales serving as fre¬ 
quent visitors. 

A desire to bring their 
children closer to their 
grandparents prompted 
Ottaway and his wife, a 
public health nurse, to look 
for work in Ontario. 

Pelham attracted him 
right from the start. 

"I was thoroughly 
impressed with the com¬ 
munity. It was right up my 

Pelham, he said, it is 
a proactive, innovative 
community. 


While it’s larger than 
Grande Cache, “it is a place 
with a small town feel.” 

That was important to 
him and his family. 

"It’s a place where you 
get to know your neigh¬ 
bours, you’re not lost in 
the crowd.” 

He and his wife have 
already moved into their 
Fonthill home, put the two 
oldest children in school 
and signed up at the 

On his new job, Ottaway 
said, he’s in a “look, learn 
and listen mode right 

He is passionate about 
community development. 

"You look for ways to 
make a community vibrant, 
successful and innovative.” 

It's about “creating a 
feeling of place,” he said. 

Working in municipali¬ 
ties in three different prov¬ 
inces under different sets 
of rules is not a problem 

"Municipal legislation 
is very similar across the 
country,” said Ottaway. 

"It’s like speaking three 
dialects of the same 
language.” 

Basically, he said, the 
acts are the same built on 
key principles. 

Municipalities are sub¬ 
servient to provincial mas¬ 
ters who are reluctant to 
delegate powers, such as 
taxation, to municipalities. 

“It boils down to under¬ 
standing the process to 
achieve what you want to

can affect schedules. It happened Sunday 
with an annual memorial service to former 
Fonthill Volunteer Fire Association members. 

Early in the morning, 30 Pelham volunteer 
firefighters from all three stations (Fonthill, 
Fenwick and North Pelham) rushed to 
Wellandport to fight a fire in a former church 
in the village. 

“We sent trucks from all three," said fire 
chief Jim Phelps. They included the aerial to 
douse the steeple. 

It was a mutual aid task with the West 
Lincoln fire department Lincoln also helped. 
Houses beside the former church, under 
renovation to a home, were at risk. 

Seventeen trucks on the scene. Phelps 
stayed in Pelham with a couple of trucks to 
cover the town. 

The firefighters returned eariy in the morn¬ 
ing. Just before the Fonthill cemetery cer¬ 
emony at 1 pm. alarms sounded again 
Formally dressed for the ceremony, volun¬ 
teers went to assist at a medical call. 

A little late, firefighters did arrive at the 
cemetery. They marched in. In front of a 
memorial stone, they laid silver and gold hel¬ 
mets to honourvolunteers and officers as well 
as a flowered helmet-shaped wreath from the 
Fonthill Volunteer Fire Association 
Two minutes of silence was followed by a 
reading of the names of deceased members 
from the association. The firefighters then 
held a reception at the Fonthill fire hall for 
families. It was interrupted by another call to 
help alitde girl cut byalawnmower 
Ward 3 Coun. John Durley serving as 
deputy mayor had it correct 
He praised the firefighters during the 
memorial ceremony their tradition of “open¬ 
ing their hearts and their minds to the protec¬ 
tion of their fellow citizens.”

Y ou may recall that my 
last column was about 
the demographics of Pelham 
- that is, the study of human 
population for our Town. 

You see. Statistics Canada 
recently released new 
information from the 2011 
Census. And, since they 
also provide information for 
communities from the 2006, 

2001 and 1996 Census, one 
can compare the make-up and 
growth of our population over a 
fifteen-year period. 

As you may know, Pelham is 
the fastest growing municipality 
in the Region. Since our 
formation in 1970, we have 
grown from 9,855 to 16,598 in 
2011. That’s a 68.4% increase! 
The next largest increases are 
West Lincoln at 68.1%, Grimsby 
at 67%, Lincoln at 65%; the entire 
Region’s population grew by only 
28% during that period. 

During the last 15 years, 
Pelham’s population grew from 
14,345 in 1996, to 15,275 in 2001, 
to 16,155 in 2006, and to 16,598 
in 2011. 

But, the story becomes more 
interesting when one looks at 
age groups. 

For example, our Town’s 
population of children (aged 14 
and younger) declined in raw 
numbers over the last 15 years

- from 2,920 in 1996 to 2,535 in 
2011. This was a 13% decrease! 
It’s no surprise, therefore, that 
the proportion of children to the 
total population also dropped 5% 
from 20% of our Town in 1996 to 
15% in 2011. According to a 2008 
Regional report, the proportion 
of children across the Region is 
expected to decline from 16.4% 
in 2006 to 14.3% in 2031. 

What about our seniors - those 
aged 65 and older? In 1996 there 
were 1,925 seniors in Pelham; in 
2011 Statistics Canada counted 
3,450. That’s a 79% increase! 
Seniors now make up 21% of 
our population, up from 13% 
in 1996. Across the Region, the 
proportion of seniors is expected 
to increase from 17% in 2006 to 
27% in 2031. 

Statistics Canada provides 
some very broad categories 
for comparison over the last 
decade-and-a-half. For example, 
Pelham’s population aged zero 
to 24 declined 4% from 4,820 
in 1996 to 4,635 in 2011. Our 
population aged 25 to 54 (the 
“working-age” population) 


declined more than 6% from 
6,095 in 1996 to 5,715 in 2011. 

So, broadly speaking, where 
was the majority of our growth 
concentrated? Those 55-and- 
older grew a phenomenal 82% 
from 3,400 in 1996 to 6,255 in 
2011! 

(It is important to note that 
any demographic changes result 
from both new residents moving 
here, others moving away, 
and from the aging of current 
residents.) 


While one must be cautious 
about broad comparisons from 
relatively small sub-sets of our 
population, these numbers 
appear to show a trend. As your 
Mayor, I continue to consider 
what these demographic realities 
mean for our current and future 
public services.

Housing market cools off in May 


A fter a month of scorching 
hot results in April, 
local market activity cooled off 
slightly in May. 

Residential sales in the 
Pelham area dropped 28% from 
the level recorded in May 2011. 
According to the statistics of the 
Niagara Association of Realtors 
Multiple Listing Service MLS’ 
there were 18 sales in Pelham 
during the month of May 
compared to 25 during the same 
month last year. 

On a year-over-year basis, 
there have been 80 homes sold 
so far this year compared to 78 
as of the end of May last year.

Hopefully, our local market 
momentum will rebound in 
June so that this year’s annual 
results will not start dipping 
below 2011 levels. 

The average price of homes 
sold during the month of May 
was $351,155 up 6.6% from 
the May 2011 average price of 
$329,450. Locally, our average 
price figure continues to be 


skewed higher by record level 
high-end home sales. 

About 50% of the homes sold 
in May achieved selling prices 
greater than $300,000 with four 
of the sales being $549,000 or 

The 12-month average selling 
price of a home in Pelham now 
stands at $335,820, up 3% from 
last May’s month end figure of 
$326,045. As of the end of May, 
the 12 Month average price 
for the Niagara Region was 
$232,491. 

So far this year it is taking 
an average of 87 days on 
the market to sell a home in 
Pelham- one week faster than 


the average of 94 days recorded 
at this time last year. 

This past month, the number 
of newly listed homes dropped 
off slightly with 47 new listings 
posted, 4% fewer than the 49 
units placed on the market 
during May of 2011. The effect 
of lower inventory levels 
continues to offset slower 
sales results leaving the overall 
housing market in balanced 
condition.

Bullying bill 
politicized, 
Hudaksays

PELHAM - Progressive 
Conservative Leader Tim Hudak said 
his party voted Tuesday against the 
Ontario Liberal government’s bill on 
bullying because the bill lost sight of 
what bullying was all about 

"This should have been a mother¬ 
hood and apple pie issue,” he said in 
an interview Tuesday night. 

The Liberals politicized it, he said. 

"We brought forward Bill 14 which 
the Liberals voted against." 

The Liberal bill, he said, really 
focused on naming clubs in Catholic 
schools. 

"It got away from the main issue 
of bullying," Hudak said about the 
government bill, which supported 
by both the Liberals and die New 
Democrats passed in the minority 
government situation. 

“We have bullying over many 
things” including sexual preferences, 
patterns of speech and physical 
characteristics, said Hudak. “It even 
follows kids home.” 

The bill didn’t go into that side of 
it, he added. 

“It should have been about bully¬ 
ing itself. 

Hudak was keynote speaker at a 
Pelham Business Association meet¬ 
ing in Lookout Point Country Club, 
Tuesday. 

The MPP for Niagara West- 
Glanbrook said the unemployment 
rate for Niagara is one of the worse in 
the country.

Tim Hudak knows where he 
went wrong. 

In answer to a question about 
the 2011 provincial election from 
a Pelham Business Association 
member last week, the Progressive 
Conservative leader offered some 
self-criticism. 

Hudak said he did a good job 
talking about what was wrong 
with Liberal Premier Dalton 
McGuinty’s policies. 

The Niagara West-Glanbrook 
MPP, however, told his Pelham 
constituents he failed “to do a 
good job of saying what is right 

During the election, the Tories 
gained 16 seats. 

“We won outside of Toronto but 
lost in Toronto,” Hudak said. 

The Conservatives and New 
Democrats both increased their 
number of seats and reduced the 
Liberals to a minority government 
by one seat. 

Hudak told the PBA his strategy 
now is to go across the province 
and appear at town-hall style 
meetings such the PBA one at 
Lookout Point Country Club. He 
called it a way to get around big 
media and “try to talk directly to 
the people who pay the bills." 

Before questions, Hudak 
delivered his stump speech 
emphasizing four points in the 
Conservatives’ “paths to prosper¬ 
ity” plan, which involves reining 
in spending with a public-sector 
wage freeze, reducing costs of 
doing business by way of lower 
taxes and affordable energy, 
creating 200,000 jobs in skilled 
trades by reforming journeymen- 
to-apprentice ratios, and follow¬ 
ing “a pro jobs and pro growth 


attitude in government.” 

He said he did not want "to see 
Ontario as a have-not province 
for one more day.” 

In answer to other questions, 
he said he was against the closure 
of slots at racetracks. When his 
riding included his hometown of 
Fort Erie, he campaigned for the 


slots at the track — now gone. 

With the Liberal government 
proposing new casinos across 
the province, he said he favours 
referendums in towns and cities 
targeted for them. 

On green energy initiatives 
such as wind turbines and solar 
energy, he said he supports a 


return to local planning controls. 

Hudak said a Conservative gov¬ 
ernment would cancel the Green 
Energy Act and replace it with 
“a competitive and transparent 
policy" to develop forms of alter¬ 
native energy.
